This receipt will 
show the period covered by the tui- 
tion fees and. will say what part of 
the fees qualifies for deduction. .(Not 
all fees paid to educational institu- 
tions qualify.) It does not matter 
when the fees were paid, but you 
may not claim tuition fees covering 
a period longer than 12 months, com- 
“mencing in the taxation year. For ex- 
ample, if you have valid receipts for 
tuition fees coverng the last half of 
11967, the first and last halves of 
11968 and the first half of 1969, you 
have a choice of claiming for 1968

Part-time mothers 


Perhaps it’s just typical of 
the contrariness of women. 
Just as men are trying to cut 
down their hours of work per 
week at the office, hoping they 


‘van spend more time at home, 


more and more married wom- 
#n are desperately trying to 
get out of their homes to work 
in an office. . 


In 1900, about 10 percent 
of Canada’s labor force was 
made up of women. Today. it’s 
30 percent. Of the 2,499,000 
women workers, about 1,- 
280,000 are married. Ten 
years ago there were only 
710,000 married women in 
the work force. 

Some women are forced to 
work, because they're single, 
er widows, or because their 


husbands are carning salaries 


insufficient to support the 
family. However, a growing 
mamber are in the work force 
because they want to — disci- 
ples of the high priestesses of 
feminism who preach the mes- 
sage that wives and mothers 
can not be entirely whole or 
homan unless they leave their 
kitchens and kids to find ca- 
reers in commerce or industry. 


It doesn’t take an economist 
to see that in time this could 
force more married women 
into jobs. When a wife and 
husband both bring home a 
salary, they can afford to pay 
more for rent, for example, 
than a couple living on a man’s 
aalary alone. Since they're will- 
ing to — and able to — pay 
more, supply and demand 
could drive the rents up. The 
couple with a man’s salary 
alone would not be able to 
meet the rising prices as easi- 
ly, and the wife might decide 
she has no choice but to take a 
job as well. ~ 


There are men who squirm 
at this trend. “Some men ar- 
chaically cling to the ‘a wom- 
an’s place is in the home’ theo- 
ry,” complained a woman 
newspaper editor and a some- 
times-emotional supporter of 
the right of mothers to work 
movement. “You cannot Idck 
up an intelligent well-educated 
woman in a home with small 
children and expect club work 
to fulfill her need for achieve- 
ment.”

Since the rise of the femi- 
ine cultists, there has been a 
disturbing tendency to down- ) 
play the role and responsibility 
of motherhood. By some incal- 
culable female logic, they have 
concluded that working as a 
typist or as a Girl Friday takes 
more talent and skill than the 
upbringing ‘of a human being. 

One female even suggested 
to the Royal Commission on 
the. Stats of Women that 


abortions be legalized to “free 


women from motherhood.” It 
seems incredible that Woman 
Power has become more impor- 
tant than an unborn baby’s 
life. 

This columnist would agree 
that some women should in- 


deed be forced into careers, . 


and discouraged from being 
mothers —- not because they're 
too intelligent, but because 
they're not intelligent enough. 

The mess that some women 
have made of their children’s 
lives, the number of neurotics 
in our society, not to mention 
battered babies, indicates 
forcefully enough how all too 
many women Jack the emotion- 
al makeup to be good mothers.

For the 
married women, it was a terri- 
ble dilemma: how much time 
were they willing to sacrifice 
with their families for the sake 
of a feminist principle and 
their jobs? 

A child can’t help but suffer 
if a mother works 9 to 5, 
trying to hastily squeeze in 
love and care .for her child 
sometime between supper and 
bedtime. If she’s a good moth- 
er, she won't. have time to 
moonlight. If she’s determined 
to be a part-time mother, then 
society might be better off if 
she weren't a mother at all.

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RECREATION TIPS 


Spring is just around the corner; 
that: delightful season of the year 
when the sun is getting warmer and 
the snow is melting, Ice is also melt- 
ing and honeycombing, which makes 
it Weak and treacherous. 

The Ontario Safety League stresses 
the importance of extra caution when 
travelling on ice from now until the 
break-up. Trails followed during the 
winter should .be tested frequently as. 
conditions change from day to day. 

Warning signs at this time of year 
are surface water and slush, which 
indicate weakening” ice and_ rising 
waters. When checking spring ice, 
disregard the honeycomb portions and 
only rely on solid ice which has bear- 


ing strength. 

The Ontario Safety League warns 
fish hut owners to take their huts oft 
the ice in plenty of time. Ontario De- 
partment of Lands’ and Forests’ regu- 
lutions require fish huts to be remov- 
ed by March 31st. from all lakes and 
rivers in the North Bay area and 
south.

Minerals for Cattle 
(By T. Wayne Martin) 

Many of the numerous minerals 
known to Be essential for cattle are 
present in the usual feeds in adequate 
amounts, and only calcium, phosphor- 
ous. salt (sodium chloride) iodine and 
cobalt require constant attention, 
Generally, cobaltized- iodized salt will 
supply these last three in sufficient 
quantities if supplied in the ration, or 
fed free choice. 

Over the years it has always been 
considered that the calcium-phosphor- 
ous ration of about 2.1 was satisfac. , 
tory for the dairy cow in her total 
‘ration, Work reported today shows 
that this is too great and the calcium- 
phosphorous ratio should be nearer 
one part calcium to one part phos- 
phorous. While a desirable calcium- 
‘phosphorous ratio is now believed to 
be one-to-one, this ratio is less: im- 
portant in the presence of plenty of 
; Vitamin D in the raton as there is 
‘more efficient utilization of both cal- 
cium and phosphorous when the Vi- 
‘tamin D level is high, Alfalfa hay is 
high in calcium and low in phosphor- 
ous. Oats, barley and corn are higher 
in phosphorous than calcium.

Confusion on Capital Grants 
(By Ray B. Pender) 

A number of enquiries have been 
received recently as to whether the 
thirty-three and one third per cent 
Capital Grant has been removed on | 
the tile drainage and open ditching. | 
The answer is ‘No”, it hasn't. Possibly | 
the reason for confusion has been that j 
there was an additional thirty three | 
and one third per cent grant brought 
into effect in 1966, which applied to 
farmers in Western Ontario as well 
as Eastern Ontario by ARDA. In! 
1968 the funds were depleted and the 


thirty three/and one third per. cent | 


grant financed by ARDA was dropped 
in Western Ontario. which included | 
the counties of Hastings, Lennox and | 
Addington, Prince Edward and west. | 
However, this Grant still remains in | 
‘the East and applies to tile drainage | 
and open ditching. 
In connection with the tile drainage , 
;where a farmer intends to use the | 
Capital Grant for tile drainage and | 
also borrows 75 per cent of the cost 
under the Tile Drainage Act through | 
the municipality in which he lives, we | 
, would encourage the farmer to use | 
only the portion of his Capital Grant y 
_that he requires to make up the re- | 
‘maining 25 per cent of the cost. This | 
will apply in cases where the drainage | 
system costs less than $4,000. In this | 
\way, the farmer will be able to Sica 
the balance of the $1,000. 00 for some | 
other improvement. |

1. Q. I have an adopted son, aged

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TAX TIPS 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


1. Q@. Can one return be used for 
both husband and wife? 


‘arate return must be completed for 


jeveryone who is required to file. 

2. Q. What is the most common 
type of improperly completed return ? 

A. Those that do not provide all 
| tne information required by the form. 
Over ten per cent of returns filed 
lack necessary ihformation, mainly 
concerning personal exéMptions 
claimed. Failure to attach T4 slips is 
very common. Omission rather than 
actual errors, are our greatest prob- 
lem. 

3. Q. My employment is such that 
I earn a portion of my income in the 
form of tips and gratuities. I under- 
stand that I may pay additional Ca- 
nada Pension Plan contributions on 
this income so that I may qualify for 
full pension benefits. Is this correct, 
‘and if so, how may I make the addi- 
tional Rayment? 

A. Yes, you may elect to pay 3.6 
per cent on this income provided you 
have not already made the maximum 
contribution of $81.00 on your other 
wages. To: make such an election, you 
must file a T1 General form and 
complete the “Canada Pension Plan 
Contribution on Self-Employed Earn- 
ings area on page 1 of the T1 General. 

4. Q. If I receive an advance from 
the Canadian Wheat Board, when is 
this money taxable? 

A. You should include it in your 
income for the year in which you re- 
ceive it. 

5. Q. My wife and I were married 
in September. She was working hbe- 
fore marriage, but has not worked 
since. Can I claim the full married 
exemption of $1,000 for her? What 
does she do about filing a return? 

A. Yes, if she received no Income 
after your marriage you may claim 
the full married exemption of $1,000. 
It is only income she received after 
your marriage that affects your eX- 
emptions.

Although the Ontario budget was |

Some county boards had hoped the 
percentage’ contributed» by. the, pro- 
vince would increase this year to com- 
pénsate for the increased expenditures 
expected as county-wide boards at- 
tempt to equalize educational oppor- 
tunity in their areas. 

Disappointed at the tight rein the 
province introduced on educational 
spending, chairman of the Frontenac | 
County board of education, T. Db. 
French of Kingston said “I would say 
that education got a fair slap in the 
face all the way from kindergarten to 
PhDs.” 

However, James Clarke, chairman 
of the Hastings board, saw the go- 
vernment’s action in‘a different light. 

‘The government’s decision to 
hold the line in educational spending 
was a logical one, especially when it 
had warned us previously that money 
was short for all undertakings”, he 
said, 

Mr. Clarke was heartened by one 
bright spot in the Ontario budget. 
Beginning in 1970-71 the government 
proposes, through a phased program, 
to increase the province’s share of 
the total local educational costs from 
45 to 60 per cent. 

“The announcement of an increase 
in 1970 indicates that the province is 
aware of our problem and intends to 
do something about it’, he said.

TAX TIPS 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


1. Q. Where should a. taxpayer 
write to find out when he will receive 
his refund or if his return was pro- 
perly completed? 

A. Don't ordinarily write anywhere. 
To do so just delays the processing 
of a return or reffind because it takes 
staff from these operations to answer 
such letters. The Department does | 
give priority to refund retlirns and 
any delay experienced will either be | 
due. to the volume of returns being’ | 
received or the need for additional 
information. But bé sure to supply 
any information requested as prompt- 
jy as possible. 

2. Q. I operate a farm in the sum- 
mer, but to supplement my income I 
am gainfully employed in the winter. 
Must I pay Canada Pension Plan con- 
tributions on my farm income in ad- 
dition to my contributions on em- 
ployed earnings? 

A. Yes, self-employed earnings are 
subject to Canada Pension Plan con- 
tributions, but your Required. Contri- 
bution will be reduced by the amount 
you and. your employer have already 


of contributions payable, complete the 
area “Canada Pension Plan Contribu- 
tion on Self-Employed Earnings” on 
page one of the Tl General form. 

3. Q. In. November, 1967, I had a 
minor operation. The costs of this 
were paid in December, but as they 
were my only medical expenses for 
the year and they were less than three 
per cent of my income, I could not 
claim them on last year’s return. 
However, in the spring of 1968 I had 
more medical expenses. Can I claim 
the expenses I paid in 1967 on my 
1968 tax return? 

A. You can claim medical expenses 
paid in any 12-month period ending 
in 1968 if they have not already been 
allowed on your 1967 return. In your 
case, you could claim all medical ex- 
penses paid from December 1st., 1967, 
to November 30, 1968, on your return, 
This 12-month period can vary from 
year to year; and the per iod. used in 
one year may overlap the period used 
the year before. 

4. Q. What is required by way ofa 
medical receipt? 

A. An aceptable receipt for medi- 
cal expenses should contain at least 
the following information:- The name 
and occupation ,of the person to 
whom the payment was made; the 
reason for the payment; the date of 
billing; the date of payment and the 
name of the person on whose behalf 
the medical expenses were incurred, 

5.Q. If I sell grain to a grain com- 
‘pany and request that payment be 
deferred until the next year, in what 
year do I report the sale as inc ome? 

A. You report it in the year it was 
‘sold to the company. The fact that 
you request them to hold payment 
until a later year does not change 
the date of sale. However, if you 
placed the grain in storage, received 
storage tickets and did not surrender 
them until a‘later year, at which time 
you are cash ticket, you 
would report the sale in the year the 

cash ticket was issued

HOME OWNERS TAX 
REDUCTION CONTINUES 


Ontario's system of property tax re- 
duction for home-owners and tenants 
will continue in 1969 with few chang- 
es, Municipal Affairs Minister, Darcy 
McKeough, announced in one Legisla- 
ture recently. 


He proposed two main amendments. | 


1. The reduction will amount to no 
more than 50 per cent of the local 
taxes on each eligible property. 

2. Crown-owned properties, both 
Federal and Provincial, are confirmed 
as being eligible for tax reduction to 
tenants. 

Mr. McKeough said the system had 
proved in practice to be 
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“the best i 


of relieving the 
pressure of local taxation on the in- 
dividual household. It provided more 
than $100 million last year to some 


He described the system as a prac- 
Liane short-run measure that will like- 


P ly be replaced at some time in’ the 
;future by the inclusion of property 


tax relief in a Provincial income tax 
system. 


The same equalization factor will 


\be used in 1969 as in 1968, he said, 


with certain exceptions such as muni- 
cipalities which have just been reas 
sessed, 

“In other words, if. a municipality 
were to have the same mill rate in 
1969 as it had last year, the amount 
of tax reduction applying to an indi- 
vidual household will’ be the same. If 
the mill rateygoes up, the amount of 


en 


tax reduction will also go up”. 


The 50 per cent minimum is being 


introduced to ensure that no proper- 


» ties are totally exempted from local 


taxes by this reduction, he said. This 
is in keeping with the principle of 
participaton by every household in 
paying for local services. Summer cot- 
tages are an example of the low- 
taxation properties that will be af- 


‘fected by the change; some of these 


were totally exempted last year. © 

He said the change concerning 
Crown properties followed consulta- 
tion with the Minister of Trade and 
Development and the Federal Minis- 
ter of Finance.
